For the past wo months, 
11 Kilbuck students in grades 
four through six have been 
dilligently working to be- 
come amatueur har radio 
‘operators, 

Under the volunteer in- 
struction of Kilbuck Librari- 
an, Allan Wintersteen, stu- 
dents have had to learn In- 
ternational Morse Code (cal- 
led “CW” by hams), radio 
theory, how international 
radio signals are sent, how 
transmitters and receivers 
work and procedures for 
communications. 

The class started Jan, 30 
and the students have been 
meeting before school on 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Wed- 
nesdays and Thursdays of 
each week from 7:30 to 8:30 
a.m, in the schoo! library. 

“We are using a 10-year- 
old transceiver that I brought 
from home,” Wintersteen 
said. “If anyone has a ham 
radio transceiver they could 
donate or sell, we would be 
interested.”* 

Wintersteen said they 
would like Kilbuck school to 


have it's own pernvanent 
‘equipment and station. 

To date, four Kilbuck stu- 
dents have passed both the 
code and theory tests and are 
waiting for their licenses 
from the Federal Commnruni- 
cations Commission (FCC). 
‘Two others have passed their 
code test but need to pass the 
theory portion. 

‘The remaining five stu- 
dents are still studying in 
order to pass these tests, 
Wintersteen said. 

Allan Wintersteen (call 
number KL7IEI), has been a 
hanr radio operator for 31 
years. He said he got his 
novice license when he was in 
high school. 

“‘After these kids receive 
their novice radio licenses, 
they will be able to literally 
talk all around the world," 
the librarian said. He added 
that the students will be able 
to use the radio equipment in 
their free time without su- 
pervision, once they receive 
their licenses.
